|keep the tax rate as low as possible 





jconsistent with efficiency. In order 
ithat the Finance Committee may 
be able to bring down their esti- 


mate as early as possible, the Chair 


man of each department should at 
jonce prepare an estimate of the 
money he may require, and each 


jshould bear in mind that as we will 
have a considerably larger debenture 
payment to make this year, there 
will of necessity be considerable 
hewing in order to keep the tax rate 
at a reasonable _ figure. Another 
feature of municipal government 
that often lost sight of by the 
{burdened ratepayers is that we are 
getting a much better’ service than 
jwe ‘were some years ago, and more-

Anything Done to Injure God’s 
Workmanship Would be Sin, 








The Unregenerate—Their Privileges 
—“If the Spirit of God Dwell In 
You” — Greater Privileges — 
Greater Responsibilities—Greater 
Honors and Glories—Saved to 
Human Perfection. 


Providence, R. 
I., Jan. 11.—Pas- 
tor Russell 
preached here to- 
day. His text 
was, “If any man 
defile the temple 
of God, him shall 
God destroy; for 
the temple of 
God is holy, 
which temple ye 
are.””— 1 Corin- 
thians 3:17. 

The Pastor de- 
elared that this 
Scripture could 
not be applied indiscriminately to 
all men. Only the Church are the 
Temple of God in the sense the 
Apostle here mentions; for only such 
as have been regenerated, or begot- 
ten of the Holy Spirit, sons of God. 
These have received a new life, and 
are Scripturally described as ‘New 
Creatures in Christ." These have 
entered into a covenant with God 
through the merit of Jesus, who im- 





putes His righteousness to them, 
justifying them freely from their 
unintentional imperfections and 


weaknesses. 

Then the Pastor pointed out the 
distinction between these spirit-be- 
gotten New Creaetures and the re- 
mainder of mankind, however just 
and well-intentioned. “He showed 
that ordinarily we do not speak of 
humanity apart from their bodies; 


for, cut off from the body, they 
would be dead. We speak of such 
separation as dissolution. As the 


union of life (vitality) with organ- 
ism (body) forms the soul, or senti- 
ent being, so their separation causes 
the soul to cease.

In order to teach the proper methods | 
of examination, there has been pre- 
pared, under the direction of the Live | 
Stock Commissioner, a pamphlet en- | 
titled “The Candling of Eggs,” by W. 
A. Brown, B. S. A.. Chief of the 
Poultry Division. This pamphlet, | 
which is No. 3 of the Live Stock Divi- 
sion, points out clearly that the size 
of the air cell, the consistency of the | 
albumen, the color and mobility of 
the yolk, and thegeneral transparency | 
of the whole egg are the factors most 
generally recognized as determining | 
the quality. It also explains the con-} 
struction of a siinple home-made de- 
vice which gives excellent satisfaction 
in the testing ot eggs. 

This pamphlet, which can be secur- 
ed by making application to the 
Publications Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, concludes with 
the tollowing F sre fies :—"'Store- 
keepers will find it to their advantage 
to acquire facility in candling and it is 
recommended that every housewife

LARGER YIELDS PER COW. 3 
During these short winter days 
when the cows are dry, and the cows 
that are milking are not giving very 
much, would it not be wise to lay 
lans for improvement of the dairy 
1erd ? Seeing that the average house- 
hold consumes a fair quantity of milk 
daily all through winter, and seeing 
that the ice caeam trade is not by any 
means dead during the coll months, 
is it not a pity Lhat there is nut more 
good milk and sweet cream available ? 
Jurrent prices and good demand 
should prove an inducement to a 
larger number of producers to go in 
more strongly for winter dairying. 
Some of the variations in yields are 
very marked ; itis a common thing 
month after month to find groups of 
cows in four adjacent sections averag- 
ing one hundred pounds of milk differ- 
ence, for instance, from 450 by even 
stages of 100 up to 750 pounds. Many 
of these poor cows could easily be 
giving, under better conditions of feed 
and care, another three or four pounds 
of fat each per month : after a year or 
two at cow testing the herd will pro- 
bably average, as many have already 
done, considerably more of an increase 
than that, even as much as forty or 
forty-five pounds in the year extra 
rv cow. Those farmers who desire 
increases are invited to write to the 
dairy commissioner, Ottawa, to ascer- 
tain what assistance is given by the 
department of agriculture in organiz- 
ing cow testing associatious.

1. The illness of Sir James Whit- 
ney.

POULTRY OPPORTUNITIES. | 


The Farm Is Most Conducive to Suc- 
cessful Poultry Raising. 

The foundation upon which agi suc- 
cessful poultry operations rest is con- 
stitutional vigor, according to poultry 
experts of the department of agricul- | 
ture. Without a high degree of bealth 
it is utterly impossible to progress in 
poultry work, and there is no other 
place where conditions are so con- 
ducive to poultry success as they are 
on the farm. The farmer has the ad- 
vantage of having free range for his 
birds, which means an unlimited sup- | 
ply of bugs, insects, green feed and | 
grit as un food supply. 

Poultry strongly constituted means 
highly fertile eggs and the production 
of good, strong chickens. Eggs pro- 
duced from fowls that have free range 
on the farm hatch better than those 
from fowls thut do not have that ad- | 
vantage. In feeding the farmer has

Napanee Visited by Fire. 

Friday evening last Napanee ex- 
verienced one of the worst fires that 
1as visited this town for several years. 
|The dlarm was rung in just as the 
town clock on the post office building 
| tolled the hour of eleven o'clock. A 
prompt response was made by the fire 
company but when they arrived the 
flre was burning fiercely and the fire- 
|men, ably assisted by a number of 
citizens, put forth every efiort to con- 
fine the flames to the building already 
burning. The fire is supposed to have 
started in the office part of the opera 
house, and shortly after the alarm 
| was given the whole structure burst 
|into amass of roaring flames. It was 
only a matter of x few minttes when 
the fire reached the stage part of the 
building and quickly licking up the 
|scenery the roof soon fell a prey to the 
\flames. When this part of the roof 
|fellin the high square walls, acting 
\similarly te that of a huge chimney 
with a good draught, the flames were 
| shot high into the air, carrying large 
{sparks and big pieces’ of burning 
| material and scattering them all over 
the adjoining buildings. Most fortun- 
ate nileed was it for thut section of 
| Napanee that the roofs of adjoining 
| buildings, and Jumber 
| the canal were covered with snow, 
lotherwise there would have been a

|nee would have witnessed one of the 

worst fires in her history. The upper 

story ot What is generally known in 

Napanee as the Warner block, which 
stood close up against the opera house, 

was soon in flames, and it was at this 
point where the firemen put up their 
fight to keep the flames ont of the 
| Mack hotel. A wooden building also 
connects the opera house and the 

Mack hotel, and at these two points 
| the firemen put forth their best efforts 
|and succeeded in stoping the progress

off. It was only a few years ago that 
the opera house was entirely rebuilt, 
and to-day all that is left is the un- 
sightly walls which are badly. cracked 
and bulging and ina dangerous con- 
dition. To-day Napanee is without a 
suitable place for public entertainment 
and we understand Mr. John Mack, 
the proprietor,does not intend to again 
rebuild the opera house. For some
